NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 
BLISSFUL IGNORANCE WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.— Political 


Scribes and Pharisees hereabouts have 
been amazed lately by the number of sensational international sugges- 
tions of which State Secretary Hull is ignorant. 

First it was President Roosevelt’s embryonic idea of getting Musso- 
lini, Hitler, Stalin, et al, to put their spiked shoes under the same peace 
table with no kicking allowed. Mr. Hull said the President had never 
suggested such a thing to him, nor he to the President, and there was 
absolutely nothing in it. 

Now it is news from Europe that Washington has put out feelers 
informally looking toward a world economic conference. Mr. Hull ig- 
nored the news when it first came from Paris. But when both the A. P. 
and U. P. reported the same thing a few days later from an official 
British spokesman in London, Mr. Hull took his denial pen in hand again. 

In a few carefully chosen words, Mr. Hull announced he had never 
heard of the matter, that it had been given no consideration here. 


PROMOTION Off hand, it would appear that many people are let- 

ting their international imaginations run loose, or else 
the man in charge of foreign affairs here is not keeping up with latest 
New Deal thought on his subject. Neither conclusion is warranted. Mr. 
Hull knows everything that is going on in American international rela- 
tions; likewise, the published stories were based on direct information, 
rather than imaginings. 

Only worth-while explagation of the paradox apparently is that, 
while Mr. Hull is still in clfge of international foreign affairs, some- 
body else has taken charge of domestic foreign affairs. 

While Mr. Hull may now. deny it, there is a rather general belief that 
a domestic presidential campaign is in progress. Indeed, there is a 
suspicion that an unofficial branch of Mr. Hull’s department has been 
opened, figuratively, at Democratic national headquarters in New York. 
At any rate, Democratic authorities, from Mr. Roosevelt on down, have 
been stressing all subjects relating to foreign affairs. That is an issue 
they are keeping uppermost in the public mind. It is the one issue 
on which they believe they have the Republicans speechless. They would 
like to keep hitting it daily, like Woodrow Wilson hit ‘the kept us out 
of war’ in 1916, and they have been doing quite well so far. 


REALISM Those who want an accurate’ size-up of the international 

situation had therefore better string along with Mr. Hull, 
rather than with what the President ‘‘has in mind” or what some New 
Deal friend privately asked the French and British economists. 

The chances of holding an international economic conference any 
time soon are as meager as the chance of getting Stalin, Hitler and 
Mussolini together. Mr. Hull’s economic advisers are understood to be 
of the opinion that, until France loses the battle of the franc, the thought 
of a conference is decidedly premature. They cannot see the possibility 
of a conference anywhere on the horizon. They are not even looking for 
if any more. 

However, an unofficial feeler now and then shows Mr. Roosevelt is 
not responsible for the unsettled state of the world, that he is trying, 
that those foreigners are holding him: back. It is the perfect campaign 
picture for Mr. Farley’s purposes, as long as Mr. Hull avoids interna- 
tional implications by denying anything serious is intended or hoped for.

And your modern physician, learned in science, 
will tell you that the therapeutic value of a diaphragm-stirring chuckle 
is no less real than the value of vitamins. 

The motion picture stars who have the most devoted following and 
receive the most fabulous salaries are the handsome masculine lovers and 
the ladies with the most luscious lines, but the ones who deserve most of 
a grateful and rejuvenated world are Frank Morgan, Hugh Herbert and 
Patsy Kelly. 

These are tonic. In one short hour they uplift downcast spirits and 
purge us of poisonous pessimism like a course of waters at some fa- 
‘mous spa. 

The comic-strip artist-is scorned and derided by solemn intellectuals, 
but where is the group that renders a greater service. 

On many a dready and rainy Sunday morning when prayer itself 
seems ineffectual, the drooping spirit is revived and a sluggish liver ~ 
beguiled into service by the delicious nonsense of these comic characters. 

People who do not laugh are the ones who hang, witches, direct 
inquisitions and hunt with the pack in pogroms. If Hitler could laugh, 
there would be less need of cannon and gas masks. 

The men who enable the world to laugh are its servants, and those 
who Serve are the greatest.

Babies generally thrive better today 
than when you and were young, 
Maggie, because they are getting more 
vitamins.

‘more A. But they still suffer from 
‘weak digestion and from eonstipation 
‘and in my judgment—this is another 
of my notions—the reason is that they 
do not get enough vitamin B. 

Prospective and amateur mothers 
had better pay close attention. When 
we arrive at “colic” we shall dispose 
of it in a few cold words, for, as it 
rseems to me, the baby who gets an 
adequate ration of vitamin B, even 
though entirely surrounded by grand- 
mas and kind neighbors, will never 
make a noise like colic.
